Super-Houseflies Are 


Result Of DDT Diet 


ITHACA, N. Y. (U.R)—A Cornell 
University professor believes the 
use of new insecticides is creating 
bigger and stronger houseflies. 
“ We are creating monsters we 
may not be able to control,” said 
Dr. L. B. Norton, prpfessor of in­ 
secticidal chemistry at Cornell. 
He said DDT once seemed to 
kill most kinds of insects. But— 
“ We merely killed off the weaker 
flies. The stronger and more re­ 
sistant ones continue to breed.” 
He said succeeding generations 
of flies have developed more and 
more immunity to DDT and they 
are now at the stage in some areas 
where the only remaining weapon 
is the fly swatter.

The 
fraud occurs when the person fails 
to report the amount he earns, 
Reimel said.

Nichol of Miami, Fla. 
In 10 years, probably eight m il­ 
lion Americans have been stricken 
with these heart attacks, he said. 
“If anticoagulants had been used 
in all cases, the death rate would 
have been reduced from 24 to 16 
per cent, 
which means 640,000 
lives might have been saved. Act­ 
ually, less than one fifth of the 
cases were treated, but even so at 
least 100.000 probably have been 
saved.” 
The drugs can work if given be­ 
fore, or even after some heart at­ 
tacks, Dr. Nichol said. The heart 
attacks often give warning signals, 
hours or even weeks before the 
damaging blockade of the heart. 
Certain pains are a main warning 
signal. 


USE WITH CARE 


The drugs must be used care­ 
fully, to prevent hemorrhage fiom 
too-thin blood, Eh-. Nichol cau­ 
tioned. They and other drugs ncfw 
are being studied also in thous­ 
ands of patients as a means of 
preventing later heart attacks. 
In another significant report, 
Dr. David B. Morgan of K ansas 
City said certain types of chronic, 
itchy skin eruptions may ofen be 
caused by not eating enough pro­ 
teins, such as meat, eggs and fish. 
Bed sores, slow healing of surgical 
wounds, and some serious skin 
diseases also can be benefited by 
eating more protein, he added.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
State Has Gall To Claim 
Waldo As Gas Tax Freeway 


It m not, often that we find ourselves 


whole-heartedly on the same side of the fence 


as Golden Gate Bridge director Dan Del 


Carlo of San Francisco. But we cheerfully 


join him in his condemnation of the state 


Division of Highways for its unmitigated 


gall in claiming the widening of Waldo 
Grade as a gas tax freewav. 


The widened Waldo will he a toll road, 


make no mistake about that. 


Estimated total cost of the project is $6,- 
500,000. Less than one quarter of that comes 


from gas tax funds. A flat sum of 55,000,000 


comes from the Golden Gate Bridge and 


Highway District. The bridge directors were 


forced to put up this amount to get the divi­ 


sion to do any work at all on the dangerous 


giade. Xow the di\ision is trying to take all 
the credit. 


Actually the state may not have to pay 


even $1,500,000 of the total. At the time the 


project was let for first construction bids, 


estimate was the total cost would be $7,500,- 


000, with the state putting up $2,500.000 and 


the bridge district $5,000,000. When the 


major contract was signed for nearly $1,000,- 


000 less than the state engineers had estimat- 


ed, the state absorbed the savings, it wasn’t 


divided up with the bridge district. 


The second major contract, that for pav­ 


ing and lighting the widened highway, will 


be let soon. If that too is under the engineers’ 


estimates, as it well may be, the state un­ 


doubtedly will gobble up that saving too. 


As a result, the state gas taxes may finally be 


tapped for only 17 or 18 per cent of the total 


cost. 


Where does the 82 or 8$ per cent come 
from? 


I he bridge district borrowed $5,000,000 


from the state to pay its "share.” The sum 


does not ha\e to be paid back until the 


bonds are retired on the bridge. But then 


the $5,000,000, plus interest, must be repaid 


from your bridge tolls. 


There won’t l>e a toll house at the bottom 


of the new Waldo Grade, but it will be a 


toll road in every sense of thé word. Von pav 


at the bridge toll gates. 


You are right, Mr. Del Carlo. Those signs 


at both ends of the project should say, as they 


do, “ Another Freeway For Your Safety.” But 


they also should read, “ From G O L D E N 


G A 1 E B R ID G E 1O L L S and gas tax funds."

Tam Area Study Group 


Finds Little Evidence 


Plan Would Cure Ills

The Independent’s news ar­ 
ticle on the recent decision of 
the Augmented Committee of the 
County 
Committee on 
School 
District Organization to termi­ 
nate the study of unification 
proposals for the 11 school ‘dis­ 
tricts within the Tamalpais High 
School area was very well pre­ 
sented. Some amplification of the 
reasons for this decision, how­ 
ever, may be in order. 
It should be pointed out that 
the trustees who participated in 
the study, which was instituted 
by a petition 
signed by 
five 
people, spent uncounted hours of 
time over a tw’o year period, at­ 
tended 13 official meetings of 
the group and many other sub­ 
committee 
meetings, 
discussed 
the matter at length at indi­ 
vidual board meetings, hired a 
professional survey and shared 
in the w’ork of the survey team, 
and listened to address by and 
participated in question and an­ 
swer sessions with representa­ 
tives from unified school dis­ 
tricts advocates from the State 
Board of Education. 


IN VIEW OF this long and 
sincere effort on the part of all 
trustees, regardless of their per­ 
sonal views, to evaluate con­ 
scientiously the unification pro­ 
posals, it was a little startling to 
read the comment of an ob­ 
server at the last meeting, Mrs. 
John George of M ill Valley, that 
“ the 
committee 
should 
have 
heard both sides of the problem 
before taking a final vote!’’ 
Four 
chief arguments 
were 
used in support of unification: 
<1) that economies in admini­ 
stration would be effected, (2) * 
that 
an 
enriched educational 
program would result, (3) that 
adjustment problems for grade 
school graduates entering high 
school would be eased, and (4) 
that greater flexibility in school 
construction and grade organi­ 
zation would be achieved. 


W H ILE THE STUDY convin­ 
ced many trustees that unifica­ 
tion was desirable for the above 
reasons, the majority rejected 
the arguments on the following 
grounds: 
1 —*• No evidence w’as intro­ 
duced by advocates of unification 
and State Department experts to 
support claims that unification 
would result in economy of op­ 
eration, 
and 
no 
comparative 
studies were obtainable of be- 
fore-and-after figures for 
dis­ 
tricts where unification has been 
effected. In the absence of such 
data, it was felt wise to rely 
on the abundance of available 
evidence indicating that centra­ 
lization of government 
func­ 
tions usually promotes extrava­ 
gance rather than economy. 


2 — NO ADDITIONAL opera­ 
ting funds would be available 
for a unified district than the 
present total funds available to 
the individual districts. Under 
State law’, whereby school dis­ 
trict financing is a shared State 
and local responsibility, all dis­ 
tricts are guaranteed a minimum 
“ foundation” program. This pro­ 
gram provides that districts with 
the smallest local property tax 
base per pupil receive the largest 
apportionments per pupil from 
State tax collections. Thus all 
school children in the State are 
assured 
“equalized” 
financial 
support, regardless of school dis­ 
trict organization. 
In order to secure funds for a 
greater range of school services, 
a unified district would have to 
seek voter approval for a higher 
local tax rate, a course which is 
open to the individual districts 
and which most have pursued. 
While it is true that some of 
the districts in the area are pre­ 
sently too small in enrollment to 
support certain services, essential 
extra 
curricular 
services 
are 
available to the smaJler dis­ 
tricts through a Special Ser­ 
vices fund handled by the Coun­ 
ty Superintendent of Schools of­ 
fice. If, as has been argued, size 
is the proper criterion of a dis­ 
trict’s ability to provide a good 
educational program, any weak­ 
nesses in this connection are 
rapidly 
diminishing 
with 
the 
rapid growth most of the dis­ 
tricts are experiencing. 


MOST TRU STEES opposed to 
the 
unification 
proposals felt 
that whatever problems of ad­ 
justment arise because of the 
transition from a grade situa­ 
tion in elementary school to a 
subject situation in high school 
don’t require a change in district 
organization to solve, and can be 
lessened by closer voluntary co­ 
operation among the high school 
and elementary school profes­ 
sional staffs. 
4 — It Is quit# trua that unifi­ 


cation, because of technical re­ 
quirements in the school code, 
would make it far easier for the 
area to embark on a junior high 
school program, if such a pro­ 
gram 
w’ere 
desired. 
However, 
there is considerable difference 
of opinion as to the desirability 
of a junior high school set-up, 
among both advocates and op­ 
ponents of unification; further­ 
more a subcommittee study in­ 
dicated that the grade organi­ 
zation coming into greatest fa­ 
vor today is the 6-2-4 plan, which 
separates the 7th and 8th grades 
into an intermediate unit and re­ 
tains the 4 year high school. This 
plan can be put into effect, if 
desired, by the larger districts. 


AS FAR AS 
flexibility 
of 
school construction is concerned, 
it is true that elimination of 
boundaries would increase flexi­ 
bility; however, boundaries must 
be drawn somewhere, and an ex­ 
tension of the “fle x it* ^ ” ar­ 
gument 
would 
favor 
making 
County lines the boundaries, thus 
placing all school operations un­ 
der the County Office, or going 
a step further and eliminating 
boundaries altogether by mak­ 
ing school operations entirely a 
State function. 
There well may be instances 
in the area where tw*o or more 
elementary districts could pro­ 
fitably gain by joining in Union 
districts, as the former Belvedere 
and Tiburon districts did several 
years ago to form the present 
Reed District, and as three dis­ 
tricts in western Marin recently 
did to form the West Marin Dis­ 
trict. 


IT SHOULD BE pointed out 
that in the matter of school con­ 
struction, as in school operation, 
no additional sources of revenue 
would magically become avail­ 
able by unification. A unified 
district would have only the 
same total bonding capacity as 
the total bonding capacities of 
the individual districts. 
In this connection, it should 
■ be noted that the concern of 
Mrs. George about double ses­ 
sions is shared by all trustees, 
who have had to cope with the 
problem for some years. Double 
sessions, 
however, 
cannot 
be 
eliminated by unification; they 
can only be eliminated by build­ 
ing more classrooms, and class­ 
rooms can only be built with 
money. 
The imminent need of a third 
high school in the Tamalpais 
area is clearly recognized by the 
trustees of the elementary dis­ 
tricts; however, as most of the 
districts are deeply in hock to the 
State for their own building pro­ 
grams they would have nothing 
to add to the high school dis­ 
trict in the way of bonding 
capacity under a unified set-up. 


THE 
CO M PELLING 
reason 
why the majority of trustees de­ 
cided not to recommend unifi­ 
cation, after two years of study, 
is that there seemed to be no 
specific 
advantages 
important 
enough to offset the fundament­ 
al danger inherent in .the pro­ 
posal; namely, the relinquish­ 
ment of a very considerable de­ 
gree ,of local, 
lay control 
of 
school policies 
to 
professional 
hands. 
Quite properly, a very large 
proportion of that control rests 
with 
professional 
educators, 
through 
teachers, 
principals, 
superintendents, 
administrators, 
County officials and State De­ 
partment employees; in the final 
analysis, 
however, 
the 
public 
schools belong to the people, and 
those, who are closest and most 
responsible to the people are 
the elected lay board members. 
At present, the schools in the 
Tamalpais High School district 
area are managed by 40 school 
board trustees, elected by the , 
people in their immediate locali­ 
ties, beholden to no professional 
pressures, and concerned with 
the best interests of the school­ 
children, their parents and the 
taxpayers. 
Under 
unification, 
the numler of trustees would be 
reduced to seven, and as their 
scope 
would 
be 
enormously 
greater, it would seem inevitable 
that virtually all effective con­ 
trol would pass to the profes­ 
sional staff. 


MRS. G EO RGE expressed the 
opinion that in the final vote 
to discontinue the study, voting 
should have been weighted ac­ 
cording 
to 
enrollment 
which 
would have given the larger dis­ 
tricts a dominant voice. It was 
precisely this point of view that 
some of the smaller districts felt 
would be difficult to live with 
under unification. 
At the last two meetings, at 
least two of the districts favor­ 
ing unification voted with the 
majority 
to 
discontinue 
the 
study, recognizing that any con­ 
templated change in organiza-

Public Asks Questions 


About School Program

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Some 
indications are that “Quackery 
in the Public Schools,” a recent 
book on the so-called “ new edu­ 
cation,” may open up more par­ 
ticipation by the public in school 
matters. 
According to reports, when Dr. 
Thomas L. Nelson, superinten­ 
dent of schools in Berkeley, spoke 
before a Dad’s Club, he was 
questioned 
rather 
thoroughly 
concerning the curriculum of the 
schools, and also the polities of 
the schools in that community. 


IT IS SELDOM that educators 
are questioned regarding curri­ 
cula and policies. Primarily the 
“new education” has grown up, 
according to “Quackery in the 
Public Schools,” because of the 
disinterest of the public in the 
problems of the schools and the 
lack of knowledge of the philo­ 
sophies adopted by the “educa­ 
tionists.” 


Questioning 
school 
officials 
concerning their activities, there­ 
fore, appears to be a healthy 
sign that there may be some 
revival of interest on the part 
of parents. They have been more 
accustomed to 
paying 
school 
taxes 
over 
a 
once-a-year 
grumble, than they have to ac­ 
quaint 
themselves 
with 
the 
qualifications of the individuals 
dispensing information to their 
children 
and with 
what their 
children are learning. 


AT THE B E R K E L E Y meeting, 
one of the questions directed at 
the school superintendent was, 
“ Why can’t Berkeley use report 
cards, so a child knows where 
he stands?” This question has 
befuddled the mind of many a 
parent in many another section 
of California. 
The reply was that “many 
studies have been made on their 
use, but it's hard to keep a 
teacher’s judgement out of the 
matter. A report would tend to 
make a child with an 80 IQ not 
feel he’s doing as well as one 
with an IQ of 140. 


“It ’s not good to subject small 
children to competitive marks,” 
the superintendent said. 
And one father replied, “well, 
when I went to school I had to 
meet certain standards. And I 
don’t feel any worse for the 
wear!” 


ALL OF W HICH harks back 


to the “new education.” 
de­ 
scribed In “Quackery in the Pub­ 
lic Schools.” The Berkeley school 
superintendent, commenting be­ 
fore the Dads Club, took occa­ 
sion to describe the book as 
‘ more of an attack on teachers 
colleges, rather than on the pub­ 
lic schools. There is some basis, 
but he exaggerates.” 
If the book is exaggeration, 
.then the country certainly needs 
more exaggeration of a similar 
type. 


W H ILE 
THE 
B ER K EL EY 
school 
superintendent 
hasn't* 
reached the point of calling Al­ 
bert Lynd, author of the book, 
an “enemy of the public schools,” 
as Lynd indicated In his intro­ 
duction that he might be called, 
nevertheless 
the 
attitude 
ap­ 
parently is one of disparagement, 
or “damning with faint praise.” 
For, and Lynd says: 


“ By the canons of education- 
ism, all critics must be tax mis­ 
ers, clerical conspirators, ultra­ 
reactionaries, paid hirelings of 
crypto-Fascist organizations, or, 
In the newest theory, ‘those who 
are among the emotionally least 
stable members of the commu­ 
nity.” (Last quotation from the 
New York Times). 


Obviously, 
laymen 
are 
not 
educators, yet the state and na­ 
tion as a whole has too much at 
stake for its progeny to con­ 
tinue to permit the educationist 
cult to shape the future, at 
least without a few questions.

Five years ago 
we ate the same tasteless m illet 
mush and the same sour prison 
soup from a single kettle set be­ 
tween us. 
Now he had returned. 
“ In May 1949, they finally got 
me,” lie said. “ I was tried and 
sentenced to 25 years imprison­ 
ment.

Mincemeat 
is 
now a y e a r - 
round delicacy to be enjoyed dur­ 
ing warm as well as cold weath­ 
er. Yet because of tradition, more 
mince meat still is eaten during 
the holiday season than at any 
other time. 
For ma n y folks, mincemeat 
pies 
bring 
forth 
pleasant 
thoughts of jolly times at Christ­ 
mas combined with good eating. 
Just why they have become so 
closely associated with Christ- 
r 
is lost in the mist of his 
tory. But legend says that the 
oriental character of the spices 
and 
flavorings 
represents 
the 
rich gifts the Wise Men brought 
to Bethlehem. And, according to 
an old superstition, any person 
who refuses to eat mince pie will 
be unlucky for the coming year; 
should he partake of mincemeat 
he will have the same number 
of happy months as the number 
of houses at which he ate the 
pies. 
English literature dating back 
to the fifteenth century refers 
to this Christmas favorite.
